An Ohio court has ruled that a mother who voluntarily 
fives up her claim to her baby has no right to come back 
later and reclaim it. 
It has held that the rights ot foster- 
parents can he greater than those of actual 
flesh

blood. 
It makes an interesting case, because it goes in the op­ 
posite direction to most of our sentimental conceptions of 
the right« of parenthood.

Her health was built up and she 
was made happy; she came to love her foster-parents as 
her own, and she lost, memory of her real mother. 
Finally, not long ago, the real mother returned and d e ­ 
manded that the child be given back to her. 
The foster- 
parents refused to comply. So the mother went into court, 
asked to have the adoption set aside, and requested that 
the child he delivered into her custody. 
After nearing the evidence, the court refused to act. 
It ruled that the mother had forfeited her right to the 
child, and that the youngsters’s best interests would be 
-erved by leaving it in the home it now occupies. 
We frequently fall into the assumption that the physical 
tie which exists between 
a mother and a child 
can 
be 
stronger than any other consideration, 
in this connec­ 
tion. we talk sentimentally about the “ bond" that, must 
exist, and wr* have a good deal to 
ay about the rights of 
parent« . 
What we often forget is the tact that rights are ac­ 
companied by duties, and that it takes more than a sim­ 
ple physical relationship to forge an enduring bond. 
The mere fact that we bring a child 
into the world 
gives us very little claim on the child. Our 
job begins 
then.
